Daring tBe midwinter campaign, or- 


ganized for the purpose of impressing 
Senator Jones, who was about to visit 
the State, with the belief that the Sil- 
ver party was diaintegrading, the gold- 
bug newspapers and 
speakers at- 


tempted to make it appear that the 
proposed changes in tariif schedules 
w la the cause of the unprecedented in- 
dustrial and financial depression. At 
t 'ft Opera Houae meeting, and in re- 
ply to criticisms by Hon. Thomas Wren 
a a others, Hon. H F. Bartine dwelt 
upon the tariff question. The object, 
d >ubtleaB, was to pull the wool over 
the people's eyes &nd divert their at- 
tention i'rom the money question, es- 
pecially the free coinage phase of it. 
Now a correspondent shows that Mr. 
Bartine did not consider the 
tariff 


question of such importance two years 
ago, and quotes him as saying in the 
Housss of Representatives on March 24, 
1892: 


lu my judgment the silver question 
is the most vital'v important that con- 
fronts the Amei. 
^oople to-day. If 


any gentleman imagines that a measure 
pl-iumg wool or cotton-ties or binding- 
twine on the free lit/ approaches in 
the remotest degree the importance of 
this great question of money, which 
interwoven \vith every business con- 
cern of our lives that gentleman has 
very foutrart^d notions upou the sub- 
ject of political economy. 


Those, it appears, were Mr. Bartine's 


views when in Congress. In July, 1892 
he reiterated them on the floor of the 
House, uud declared that the remone- 
tization of silver was the paramount is- 
sue. His sentiments then were in full 
accord with the Silver party, but, for 
somo causp, he experienced a change of 
heart when he arrived in Nevada, and 
stultified himself by advocating the 
sm-oess of a party which made tariff 
scheduler the paramount issue. 


Though the people of Nevada, at the 


election in 1892, by an overwhelming 
majority, decided that the remonetiza- 
tion of silver is the paramount issue 
and indorsed at the polls the senti 
ments expressed by Mr. Bartine in 
Cong-ess the gentleman was not satis- 
fied. Ho seemed to be aggrieved at thp 
action of the people, and in the mid. 
winter campaign mildly abused them 
for severing their relations with parties 
that made the tariff question the main 
issue iu the Presidential campaign, re- 
pealed the bullion purchase act and 
sustained the President's veto of the 
Bland seigniorage bill, and persistently 
refuse to remonetize silver. 


FAVORING 
SIL.VH.U AS MONRY. 


Senator Stewart is said to be pleased 


with tho change of sentiment in the 
East on the silver question. 
Pro- 


nounced gold standard men like Reed 
of Maine, who were opposed to the use 
of silver a<t money, are experiencing a 
c'M".rft of heart and express a willing- 
nc . to hive silver kopt in circulation 
While there is no evidence that these 
people favor free coinage at the ratio 
of 10 to 1, it is a hopeful sign to have 
them concede tho use of silver as 
money at any ratio 


Senator (Stewart is reported as say- 


iug that the outlook for silver is 
brighter 
The Eabtera politicians have 


h id their ears to the ground, and have 
h^ard the rumbling in the South and 
West. Tho agitation of the question 
Ins alarmed them, and an admission 
O'i their part that silvar ought to be 
us' 1 TS money sbowrf that they are 
begi-'-uucf to realize that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to tnak» some con- 
cessions. Heretofore mono-metallists 
they now profess to be bimetallists. 
Thia may mean the i-oiuage of silver at 
the ratio of 25 or 30 to 1, as best suits 
England, or simply that subsidiary 
silver coins might be used for the pur- 
pose of making change. 


T1IJS 
I'JON. 


Tho Oregon election tcok place yes- 


terday. A comparatively I eavy vote is 
said to have been polled, with the indi- 
cations favorable to the R< publicans. 
In consequence of heavy \ains and 
swollen rivers telegraphic as well as 
railroad communication is interrupted 
and if the election is close it may be a 
week before the result is definitely 
ascertained. 
The Populists strong- 


holds are generally in the agricultural 
counties and as many precincts are re- 
mote from telegraph 
offices, it will 


take some time to get in the returns. 


That there should be any probability 


whatever of Populist success in Oregon 
proves that a great change is taking 
place in public sentiment. Two years 
ago the Republican Congressmen were 
elected by pluralities over the Popu- 
lists of about 6,000 iu the First Dis- 
trict aud 7,000 in the Second District. 
The Republicans also had a majority 
of 18 over all in the Legislature, and 
as the Republican candidate for United 
States Senator is supported by every 
transportation company in the State it 
will be surprising if they do not have 
equally as largo a majority in the Leg- 
islature elected yesterday. In Multino- 
m.ih, the most populous county in the 
S^ate, the Republicans and Democrats 
1 wed the way for fusion at the State 
election by supporting alternate candi- 
dates for municipal officers in Portland. 


SECURED A PJENS1ON. 


Congressman Newlands 
has suc- 


ceeded in getting a pension for Edwin 
Rawdin of Lincoln county. The papers 
in this case had been received at the 
Department 
before Mr. Newlands' 


went to Congress. He was informed 
of the condition of affaire, and by giv- 
ing his personal attention to the mat- 
ter succeeded in getting the pension 
allowed. 


He is pushing the Merrill case, and

in conflict. It was finally decided that 
the Sheriff should make a bill covering 
the expense of boarding the prisoners 
from June 1st to the 4th, inclusive, and 
present it to the Board; the bill to be 
rejected, and the matter brought before 
the Court for an opinion. 


The County Clerk was authorized to

It Provided for the Free and Unlimited 


Coinage of Silver. 


[Virginia City Chronicle,] 


The first law relating to coinage un- 


der the new Constitution was the Act of 
\pril 2, 1792, establishing tho mint. 
This Act provides for striking gold 
coins called eagles, "each to be of the 


alue of ten Dollars, or Units." The 


weight of the eagle, by this Act, was 
made 247,1.; grains of pure gold, or 24.75 
grains to the dollar. This Act also pro- 
vided for coining "Dollars or Units, 
each to be of the valua of a Spanish 
milled dollar, as the same is now cur- 
rent." Hamilton, the first Secretary of 
the Treasury, had a number of the old 
Spanish milled dollars, as then in cir- 
iulutiou, assayed, arid they were found 
to contain 371J£ grains of pure silver, 
so that the money unit of the colonies, 
as at that time in circulation, was con- 
tinued as the money unit under the 
new Constitution. The first gold coins 
were ll-12ths fine. The fall weight of 
the eagle was 247.50 grains pure gold 
and 22.50 grains of alloy, making the 
total weight of the eagle 270 grains. 
The silver dollar 
contained 371.25 


grains of pure silver and 44.75 grains 
of alloy, making the full weight of the 
dollar 416 grains. The Act of 1792 also 
provided for half dollars, quarter dol- 
lars and dimes of silver, weighing re- 
spectively, one-half, one-fourth 
and 


one-tenth the weight of the dollar. 
As gold coins contained 24.75 grains of 
pure metal to the dollar and the silver 
dollar contained 371 }'4 grains, the ratio 
at that time was exactly 15 to 1. 


The same Act which established the 


mir.t and fixed the weight and fineness 
of the coinage of the United States, 
also provided that any person might 
take either silver or gold to tho mint 
and have it coined for his benefit "free 
of expense," and the said coins were 
made equally legal lender for all debts 
public and private. By this Act fractional 
coins were also full legal tender. Thus, 
the first coinage law enacted under 
the Constitution, as recommended by 
Hamilton, concurred in by Jefferson, 
and approved by Washington, provided 
for the free and unlimited coinaye of gold 
and silver. Subsequent Acts fixed the 
ratio at which foreign gold and silver 
coins should be legel tender in this 
country and various coins, including 
the Spanish milled dollar continued to 
be legal tender until 1857. 


KENNEDY DISTRICT. 


A Mining Camp With » Bright Out- 


Look. 


M. S. Bonnifleld came in Sunday 


night direct from Kennedy district in 
Humboldt county. He reports that a 
great deal of prospecting is being done 
and some ton or twelve mines 'are be- 
ing opened in minerlike style. 
One 


claim is shipping thirty tons of $300 ore 
to Salt Lake; others are shipping, but 
in smaller quantities and of less value. 
Those who can get $100 ore and up- 
wards are shipping. While the ship- 
p'ng ore is not in great quantities the 
lower grades, ranging from $15 to $40, 
are in abundance. The Imperial Gold 
Mining Company is now at work erect- 
ing a twenty stamp mill under the 
superintendency of James F. Wardner. 
The Imperial mine has a great deal of 
work done and shows a vein on three 
levels of from two to five feet in thick- 
ness, all of which is good milling ore. 
Mr. Wardner has made careful arrange- 
ments and finds about 4,000 tons ready 
for stoping of the average value of $30 j 
in gold. 


At a depth of 150 fe. S the lowest 


depth yet attained, the veiais four feet 
thick and the ore very rich. The vein 
in several other claims is ai large and 
rich as the Imperial so far ^ developed, 
but none are opened u p ' i k e the Im- 
perial. The ore belt is situated in a 
aasin on the east slope of the mount- 
ains. The basin contains about fourteen 
square miles, and gold in some quan- 
tity can be found at most any point in 
this area. No placers of any value have 
been found, but almost innumerable 
small veins at the surface. The basin 
is composed mriinly of soft granite, in- 
terspersed with reefs of seyenite and 
porphyry. 


Mr. Wardner expects to have his mill 


running by the 20th of July and con- 
fidently expects to make a showing of 
$1,000 pnr day in gold bullion. He has 
great experience in mining and milling 
and ought to know where he is at.
